2-Month Recess 


Special Committee Will 
Conduct Inquiry Into 
Relief, Unemployment 


SACRAMENTO, (iP\—Recess com- 
mittees began the important task 
today of assembling data for use 
when the legislature reassembles on 
Monday, May 13. 


The four week special session clos- 
ed yesterday with two major ac- 
complishments: 

1. Passage of a tightly restricted 
$12,200,000 temporary appropria- 
tion to finance the state relief ad- 
ministration until June 1. 

2. Almost complete collapse of 
Gov. Culbert Olson’s 64 point pro- 
gram in the face of a powerful co- 
alition of republicans and conserv- 
ative democrats. 

For the next two and a_ half 
months chief attention will be fo- 
cussed on a joint senate-assembly 
fact finding committee on unem- 
ployment and relief. The 17 mem- 
ber group was allocated $30,000 to 
study the relief problem. It will or- 
ganize in Los Angeles Tuesday, Mar. 
5th. 

The temper of the legislature re- 
garding Olson’s policies was clearly 
indicated when administration re- 
presentatives were left entirely off 
the joint relief committee.
